To Water Conservation

After an extensive tour over 
the many suggested irrigation 
projects in this eorne r of Al¬ 
berts, engineers Russell and 
Foss of the (P.F.U.A. expressed 
their complete haimony with 
the local water conservation 
committee in th e work They 
are undertaking. All projects 
are feasible, economical and 
decidedly to the advantage of 
the di-stricts in particular and 
to the nation as a whole. 

Because of present world con 
ditions, and the heav v demands 
on the public treasury, the 
progress on these various un¬ 
dertakings may be somewhat 
delayed, but it is likely that as 
rapidly as they can be financed 
they will be completed to give 
this corner of the province 
greate r assurance of protection 
against drouth, which has taken 
auch a heavy toll in the past 
six cr seven years since the 
dry years seemed to occur so 
frequently compared with whflt 
they used to do. 

Speaking of local projects 
the canal from south of Mag- 
rath to the reservoir south oi 
town, and the adding to the 
height of the present dam there 
will likely be amongst the first 
to be undertaken, as this would 
form cne of the key dams and 
reservoirs in the enlarged proj¬ 
ects further east. Estimates on 

construction of . dams and mov¬ 
ing of earth made before tne 

advent of the drag line and the 
bull dozer have been found much 
too high, and an appropriation 
of fifty or a hundred thonsand 
dollars will do about twice as 
much work as it wcud have done 
when first estimates were pre¬ 
pared. 

In conversation with J. W. 
Evans, one of the local men on 
the Executive, he was quite op¬ 
timistic over the outlook, only 
regretting the fact that work! 
conditions would necessitate **> 
curtailment of expenditures by 
the Federal government on these 
very important projects and 
thus retard the progress and 
advancement of th e districts 
that would bound ahead rapidl> 
if the insurance for crops afford 
ed by irrigation could be realiz¬ 
ed within the next year or bo. 
At any rate, P.F.U.A. officials 
today, have a better appiena- 
tton than ever before of the 
crying need of water sloi age 
over the prairies than they h ive 
ever had before, and this i * * 1 
of intimacy with conditions may 
hasten legal red tape when Inc 
time arrives for action on any 
of these projects. Wo hope so 
at any rate.

and often leads to hysteria and 
unsoundness in thought regard 
ing important problems at a 
time when calm logical think¬ 
ing is particularly essential . 

One thing usually results 
from war namely an increase 
in wages and prices of products. 
We have already seen evidence 
of this in certain lines including 
some, though not all agricult¬ 
ural products. Those who re¬ 
member the la.*»t war were poss 
ibly inclined to expect even 
more drastic advances than 
have occurred and seme are 
even critical of the fact that 
agricultural products have not 
shown a greater price increase 
than they have. 

Granted that farmers should 
be permitted a profit on their 
operations, there are tw c things 
which should be considered. One 
is that the farmers’ contribution 
to Candian war efforts may be 
in the form 0 f production with 
out prices skyrocketed beyond 
reascnble limits. Anothei fact¬ 
or i s that past experience has 
shown that abnormally high 
prices during periods cl stress 
may lead to serious and disast¬ 
rous repercussions when peace 
time comes again. 

During the war period, econ¬ 
omy of production must be 
more important than ever. All 
available information should 
be applied to this end and each 
and every farmer should study 
his operations in the light of 
available knowlege to determine 
whether his production program 
is basically sound and on the 
most economical basis. 

Some changes in production 
m iy be desirable as the demand 
for certain agricultural prod¬ 
ucts is inci eased under war re¬ 
quirements. The Agricultural 
Supply Board to advise regard¬ 
ing desirable shifts in product¬ 
ion Undoubtedly farmers as 
a whole will co-cpeaate the 
fullest possible extent to make 
suggestions of this Beard ef¬ 
fective.. This will prevent ser- 
: ous disruption of cur agricult-- 
i al ci i:<nomy and w ill also tend 
to stabilize prices at a profitable 
level.
